The day December 19th 2011 is etched firmly in my mind, because it was the day that I learnt 
that on the 17th of December, two days before, the great leader comrade KIM JONG IL had 
passed away very suddenly. I first heard the news early in the morning. It was a bleak and cold 
December morning, typical of the weather in Britain during December, cold, damp and dark but 
no snow. The sad and heartbreaking news came from an academic who followed the Juche idea, 
who sent me a simple text saying 'Very sad news'. I turned on the radio and then went to the 
computer and got into the Korean Central News Agency. At first I did not believe the news that 
comrade KIM JONG IL had passed away but to my sadness I saw it was indeed true. 


Why didn't I believe the news at first? Well partly because the imperialists and their paid 
reptile media always lie about People's Korea and spread false reports to slander the supreme 
leadership of People's Korea and the socialist system, but there was a second reason; only a few 
days, on the 15th of December 2011, comrade KIM JONG IL had visited the Kwangbok Area 
Supermarket, so it seemed inconceivable that he would pass away. 


The visit to the Kwangbok Area Supermarket was an illustration of the fact that comrade KIM 
JONG IL spent his life giving field guidance in order to both develop the economy and improve 
people's living standards. In fact he passed away whilst on a train giving on the spot guidance to 
key economic sectors just two days after he had visited the Kwangbok Area Supermarket. 


From his early days to the end of his life comrade KIM JONG IL visited more than 14 290 units 
across the country, travelling the long distance of 669 844 kilometers equivalent to going round 
the earth 17 times. Even in the last year of his life Chairman KIM JONG IL continued with an 
intense pace of field guidance despite health problems and warnings from his doctors. 


In January that year when the severest cold in sixty years hit the DPRK, he started his field 
guidance of the year with a visit to a glass bottle production base. He visited at least 20 units in 


-Pyongyang and Nampho cities and North Pyongan and South Hamgyong provinces in this month. 
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alone, travelling more than 1 000 kilometre - long distances. 


From January to December, Chairman gave endless field guidance to units of the Korean 
People's Army, industrial establishments, construction sites, cooperative farms, fruit farms, 
livestock farms, fish farms, scientific research institutes, literary art creation and dissemination 
bases, commercial service centres, pleasure parks, etc. In particular, he visited South Hamgyong 
Province which takes an important share in the country's economic development 9 times and 
even visited other countries. 


Comrade KIM JONG IL carried out field guidance no matter what the weather was; rain or sun, 
he continued his work for the people. He wore the same Parka for many years and often took 
simple plain meals of rice balls in his car. He was a true son of the people who had participated 
directly in construction work in Pyongyang in the 1950s and had worked at Lathe No 26 at the 
Pyongyang Textile Machinery Factory. Many Western leaders would not know what the inside of 
a factory looks like! 


Chairman KIM JONG IL was a great people's leader who devoted his entire life to working for 
the people without rest or let up. We remember him for this. 


Today his people - oriented policies are carried forward by respected Marshal KIM JONG UN, a 
leader who always puts the people first.

'Twenty three Questions to DPRK Citizen' 


The image of the DPRK's society in the world is highly deceptive and distorted, so it is 
important to bring the true picture of the DPRK country and their society. 


We have conducted an interview with a DPRK citizen through social media. We are not able to 
confirm 100 per the identity of the person and the source but nevertheless publish the interview 
as it contains useful material. The views in the article are not necessarily, those of KFA UK or 
People's Korea Today' or the DPRK. 


Hello, I'd like to say welcome from the official monthly journal Peoples Korea Today' of the KFA 
UK. 


Before we go through the questions, can you introduce yourself to us please? Can you say: 
- What is your name? 

Ri So Eun 
- How old are you and what do you do? 


I am 20 years old and I am a student. I am studying at Kim Il Sung University and my 
mother is working in a bakery and my father is a farmer. 


1) Have you ever had direct contact with countries other than DPRK? 


Yes, China and Singapore for our research studies and seminars. 
2) If yes, were these countries communist or capitalist? 
China is communism and Singapore is capitalist. 


3) What about the countries adopting the free market system? 
What are in your opinion the disadvantages and what are the advantages? 


The disadvantages of the free market system are poor qualities and absence of public 
goods and the advantages are it contributes. 


4) Can you tell from visiting / hearing in these countries that something is missing in North 
Korea? 


Because of the sanctions of the UN and the United States we do not have enough foreign 
products and we cannot move our economy freely but then our country is beautiful and 
we have a lot of natural resources, our country is very clean and organized and still we 
make it to move forward. 


5) In your opinion, the capitalist countries - recently undergoing the COVID-19 crisis - should 
follow the example of DPRK? 


Capitalist countries choose to suffer since some countries and their governments are 
very chaotic and greedy. They choose to take advantage of covid - 19 to benefit the 
money from people. 


6) Can You tell me how all of the western lies and speculations about the DPRK are received 
in the country? 


As always we heard from the government of how western delivered false news and from 
overseas workers 


7) Does your country in DPRK have access to the Internet? Are citizens can use the popular 
ones in western countries social media like: Facebook, Instagram etc.? 


All of the people here can access the internet, especially me as a student and also for 
communication, but we do not use capitalist social media since it is a big threat to our 
safety. 


8) In Europe, every adult citizen must work for himself and his family. Families with many 
children receive social benefits, but part of this support is taken back through taxes. Moreover, 
only rich families can afford better health care, education and entertainment unfortunately. How 
is this question for the ordinary family in DPRK ? How does the DPRK socialist welfare state 
behave towards the ordinary family? 


Since other countries are capitalist their government used to benefit their people. Our 
welfare gives importance to every adults here they have been provided good services 
from the government and their needs. 


9)DPRK is very good at dealing with SARS COVID-19. No case of infection has been note in 
DPRK. Is it true or is it just west propaganda? If is true, can You tell us in your opinion what is 
the merit of this? 


Well, as always western countries expect the DPRK to be worse but then we are more 
organized and our government supports us in everyday lives. 


10) Recently, a discussion has arisen in western capitalist'SE countries about the suspicions 

about the well-being of Kim Jong Un. Later on, it turned out that the DPRK Supreme Leader 
was doing very well. Did the Koreans People really know about his holiday, and was the all 
information about your Supreme Leader reported in the news? 
Sometimes Ms Ri Chun Hui reported news about our Great Leader, but it was all about 
visiting establishments and working. As far as we know his holiday is on Sunday 
together with his family but then his life is not for entertainment. His family also needs 
privacy. 


11) Some people from west countries says: North Korean mass media are gloomy, boring, and 
there are no children's stories or entertainment movies. What does television actually in reality 
look like in DPRK? 


Everything is fun here in DPRK, we always adore spending time with family watching 
television at night. 


12) How are the questions with entertainment stuff and trendy articles from abroad in DPRK? 


Abroad always make fun of us and create false news as we know they do not have 
formalities but in some allied country they also give feedback of how beautiful our 
country is and about our Great Leader and we are thankful to some honest media who 
showcase our country with positive content. 


13) Can You buy foreign books, games, clothes in DPRK stores? 


Many of us here buy foreign stuff but we always choose to patronize our own local 
products. 


14) I think, about books and works of Marx or the biographies of communist revolutionaries in 
DPRK, the matter is clear. You and DPRK people have access, is it?. Is it true that you are very 
organized society? Or at least more organized society than western society? 


Yes, we are a very well organized society and we know how hardworking our government 
is. 


15) Can You tell me about spending time on entertainment and on work? How and when? 


As a student and studying at university I balanced my time after my project or after 1 
study I go outside roaming around our place or sometimes I bring my youngest siblings 
to the park. 


16) For kids and young, entertainment is certainly something very important, but it probably 
differs from that in western countries, because most of us spend time in front of the computer, 
on the phone or watching movies. How is this question in your country? 


Other countries are known for being materialistic but here in DPRK we also use 
computers and mobile phones, but we must choose to interact with other people and we 
take pictures using our touch screen mobile phone. 


17) Contrary to appearances, a lot of tourists visit the DPRK. Nevertheless, certain rules may 
surprise them, because tourists cannot choose the program of the trip themselves, cannot walk 
without a guardian, or even cannot be in any place they want. Can you tell us why it is like 
that? Is it because of fear of hostility? 


We are afraid that they might touch those things that marks our history and we do not 
want to abused we will never let that happened, tourists must know their limits, 
because this is not their territory, they are just a tourist who traveled here and cure 
their curiosity of what is in our country. 


18) The west countries propaganda argues that everything in DPRK is fake and is "for the 
public exhibitions " and "for show" and the reality is different. However, most travelers return 
from your country with a smile on their face (most often praising the sympathy of Koreans) and 
decide to go back again, or even decide to live in DPRK. Can you tell us, what is the process for 
apply to DPRK citizenship and permanent residence in your country? 


For sure it is very impossible for a foreigner to change their citizenship into a North 
Korean, and also when it comes to permanent residence I am not sure with that. 


19) Can You tell us what is the education system in North Korea? What are some sample 
activities for example? 


Me as a student the education system here is normal just like what other countries have. 
The difference here is just that the students are formal and much more respectful to the 
teachers and other individuals and we are more educated and well mannered. 


21) DPRK is a people's democracy. In the last election, there was only one person on the list of 
candidates and over 99% of citizens voted for Kim Jong Un. Are you among these people? 


Yes. That time I have not voted yet because I am too young to vote. 
22) Can You tell us, what do you think of the official government in the DPRK? 
Strict but very responsible and active government. 


23) Is there anything else you would like to ask young people in western countries? Give 
something from yourself? 


Would you like to visit our country, would you like to meet our Great Leader Kim Jong 
Un ? 


Thank you very much for the interview. We sincerely hope that you encouraged readers to get to 
know about everyday life in Peoples Korea, culture, and also aroused the desire to go to this 


beautiful country.

4th Plenary Meeting

The plenary meeting was convened in the historic period when the entire Party, the whole 
country and all the people confidently move toward the next stage struggle for the overall 
development of socialist construction after adorning the first year of implementing the five-year 
plan with praiseworthy victory true to the grand strategic idea and practical programme set 
forth at the 8th Congress of the Party. |

meeting. i 


As Kim Jong Un appeared at the meeting hall to mount the platform, all the participants broke 
into enthusiastic cheers for the respected General Secretary, the outstanding leader of our Party 
and people and the symbol of the mightiness of our state who set a new goal for victory of 
socialism with his extraordinary ideological and theoretical wisdom and laid a firm foundation

Attending the plenary meeting were members and alternate members of the WPK Central 
Committee.

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Noting that at the point of reviewing the year's work with pride, we should first analyze with 
subtlety what could be lessons, he said that the main purpose of the convocation of the plenary 
meeting is to make some lessons learned by us an engine further supplementing and completing 
the revolutionary policies and raise our bigger potentiality for development. He added that 
herein lies the great practical significance of revolutionary development. 


The Party Central Committee admitted that this year's successes and experiences should 
actively be promoted and amplified as they represent precious lessons and the devoted efforts 
and as they require full display of unusual responsibility and strenuous efforts, and that the 
overall development of socialist construction should be hastened with greater successes and 
victory by discharging heavy responsibility and generating maximum creativity in discussing the 
plan for the new year. 


The plenary meeting dealt with the following agenda items: 


1. On the review of the execution of major Party 
and state policies for 2021 and the work plan for 2022;

3. On the immediate tasks for the correct solution 
of the socialist rural question in our country; 


4. On modifying some articles of the Party rules; 


5. On the organizational and ideological life of the members 
of the Party central leadership organ in the second half of year 2021; 


6. An organizational matter. 
The plenary meeting unanimously approved the presented agenda items. 


It listened to a report made by Kim Tok Hun, member of the Presidium of the Political Bureau 
of the Central Committee of the Workers' Party of Korea and premier of the Cabinet of the DPRK, 
and discussions made in the sectional workshops over the first agenda item.

The metallurgical industrial sector should technologically refine the Korean-style iron- 
producing method, produce iron and steel as scheduled by supplying fuel and raw materials in 
time and, at the same time, push ahead with the expansion of capacity and modernization. 


The chemical industrial sector should give full play to the newly-created fertilizer production 
capacity and boost the production of materials for the light industry and the pharmaceutical 
industry by reenergizing major chemical factories, while accelerating the project to establish a 
new structure of the chemical industry. 


The power industrial sector should strive to raise the electric-power production to the high 
level while satisfactorily meeting the immediate demand for the electric power. And it should 
reduce the loss of power in transmission, step up the building of new power stations and 
increase the capacity of generating electricity by diverse natural energy. 


The coal industrial sector should give precedence to the prospecting and continue waging a 
high-speed tunneling campaign to find more coalfields. And it should increase the coal 
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production by introducing the advanced mining methods and machines and pay attention to 
helping the bituminous coal mines increase the production. 


The railway transport sector should enhance the security of railway, accelerate its 
modernization and establish the state's unified system of controlling the overall transport so as 
to develop the country's transport work by stages. 


The machine - building industrial sector should responsibly provide the equipment needed for 
implementing the adjustment and improvement plans of several economic sectors and units and 
boost the production of vehicles, electric machines and construction machines and improve 
their quality. 


The conclusion advanced an important task for making radical progress in solving the food, 
clothing and housing problem for the people. 


The entire Party and the whole country should concentrate efforts on the farming and give 
manpower and material support to the rural communities. And the agricultural sector should 
increase the grain production by doing all the farm works in a sci-tech way and positively use 
farming machines now that the area to grow wheat and barley has been expanded. 


In the economic work, capital construction should be prioritized and new construction 
revolution for fundamentally changing the living environments of the people should be made so 
as to continue to usher in the heyday of the capital city construction including the building of 
10 000 flats planned for 2022 and open an era when the local areas will change. 


The light industrial sector should set it as an important task to reenergize the production of 
consumer goods and push ahead with it. And it should put the foodstuff processing technology 
on a higher scientific basis. 


Saying that the supply of school uniforms and things to the students across the country at the 
state's expense is a consistent policy of the Party and the state, the General Secretary set forth a 
task for supplying all the students with quality uniforms and bags of new forms without 
exception and took an important measure of the Party Central Committee for implementing it.

For this, it is necessary to further strengthen the meritocratic educational system and train a 
large number of good scientific and technological talents who can be core and traction engine in 
several fields including the economy and the national defence, strengthen the ranks of teachers 
in local areas and farm villages in a qualitative and quantitative way and push forward the work 
to modernize the educational conditions and environment so as to put the overall educational 
level of the country on a higher level. 


The main direction of the public health for next year should be set as providing a sure 
guarantee for further raising the quality of the medical service for the people, and all efforts 
should be concentrated on further strengthening the material and technical foundations of the 
public health sector. 


The literature and art field should bring about fundamental innovation in the ideological 
viewpoint, creation attitude and creation method of the creators and artistes, thoroughly 
maintain the principle of ensuring the political identity and characteristics of the era in the 
literary and art activities and make an effort to train the new generation reserves of literary 
persons and artistes to make them play the main role in the creation activities. 


The conclusion referred to the principled issues to be maintained in media and sports fields 


and underlined the need to aspire after bold pursuit and dynamic leap to progress toward the 
advanced level.

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Noting that the noble and highly-civilized life style and moral traits based on collectivism serve 
as foundation of our style socialism and powerful vitamins for its advance and development, the 
General Secretary said that the fine virtues and noble traits peculiar to our people being fully 
displayed day by day should be made social and national customs. 


The conclusion stressed once again that the emergency epidemic prevention work should be 
made a top priority in the state work and it is the most important work to be powerfully 
conducted with no allowance given to slight slackness, pores and drawback. 


The work should be positively pushed forward for reinforcing and completing the means and 
forces needed for switching our epidemic prevention into advanced and people-oriented one by 
surely putting the country's foundation of epidemic prevention on a scientific foundation and 
firmly preparing the material and technological foundation of the epidemic prevention sector. 


The conclusion referred to the tasks for further positively conducting the struggle against anti- 
socialist and non-socialist practices in the entire Party and the whole country and society, 
thoroughly ensuring the social order and people's safety by raising the role of law enforcement 
organs, establishing the revolutionary atmosphere of law observance and further strengthening 
the socialist law system. 


The General Secretary set forth militant tasks facing the national defence sector. 


The military environment of the Korean peninsula and the trend of the international situation 
getting instable day after day demand that bolstering the state defence capability be further 
powerfully propelled without a moment's delay. 


The People's Army should steadily intensify the work of modeling the whole army on the 
revolutionary idea of the Party Central Committee and developing it into the revolutionary army 
of the Party that remains faithful and obedient to the guidance of the Party Central Committee, 
and direct all efforts to maintaining the training-first principle and putting weapons and 
equipment on a regular readiness and establishing the firm military discipline. 


The munitions industrial field should dynamically push ahead with the production of the 
powerful equipment corresponding with the modern warfare while steadily expanding the 
achievements true to the decisions made at the 8th Party Congress, powerfully fuel the change 
of quality of the national defence capacity and attain the goal of putting the defence industry on 
a Juche, modern and scientific basis in a planned way. 


It is necessary to take a decisive measure for bolstering the capability of the militia defence 
force as required by the modern warfare, and increase the military qualifications and 
commanding capability of the commanding officers of the Worker - Peasant Red Guards and the 
practical ability of the militia force by effecting drastic turn in the training. 


The conclusion set forth principled issues and a series of tactical orientation, all of which 
should be maintained by the sectors of the north-south relations and external affairs to cope 
with the rapidly changing international political situation and the circumstances in the 
surroundings. 


It also advanced the tasks for strengthening the Party, the general staff of the revolution, and 


steadily enhancing its leading role in order to successfully carry out the important tasks for a 
fresh victory of socialist construction. 
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The important issue arising at present in improving the leadership and fighting efficiency of the 
Party in every way is to steadily improve the Party work and make the entire Party a studying 
one so as to turn it into a living organism sharing the idea, intention and action with the Party 
Central Committee and decisively raise the level and ability of the Party officials. 


The whole party should wage a major ideological battle against formalism in Party work, 
thoroughly establish the revolutionary discipline within the Party and make the ranks of cadres 
pure and steadfast. 


The Party organizations should direct their efforts to thoroughly implementing the economic 
policy of the Party and the plans of the national economy, and the leading officials of the Party 
should set forth the plans to give their units and local areas a complete facelift and 
purposefully, consciously and steadily push forward with the implementation of the plans. 
Saying that the struggle in 2022 is a great life-and-death struggle to be vigorously waged 
successfully for sure for the overall development of socialist construction, our great people and 
beloved posterity, the General Secretary affirmed that as there are the great people who are 
possessed of firm faith and strong power to overcome all difficulties by rallying around the Party 
in one mind and precious experiences with which great successes were made in the spirit of self- 
reliance despite such harsh situation as this year, our Party and people will achieve a proud 
victory once again. 


Finishing the concluding speech, he ardently called upon the entire Party and all the people to 
vigorously accelerate the overall development of the socialist construction by putting spurs to 
the spirit of courageous advance, and thus make the next year a year of great revolutionary 
event to be significantly recorded in the history of the country and another watershed in the 
great struggle advancing toward the bright future. 


With thunderous cheers of 'Hurrah!' and loud applauses all the participants expressed absolute 
support and approval for Kim Jong Un's important concluding speech which will serve as a 
guiding fighting policy leading Korean-style socialist construction to the next stage of victory and 
a practical weapon of advance and innovation. 


Kim Jong Un's concluding speech is a precious practical programme and an invincible militant 
banner encouraging the struggle for 2022 for bringing earlier the overall development of the 
Korean-style socialism and the happiness of the people as it reviewed with pride the year 2021 
in which the Party Congress was held as a year of proud victory to be specially recorded in the 
history of prosperity of the country and indicated a new guideline for bringing about prosperity 
of the country. 


In discussing the second agenda item, the plenary meeting had final examination of the 
implementation of the state budget for 2021 and the draft state budget for 2022 which were 
examined and suggested by a state budget assessment group. And it approved to present it to 
the 6th Session of the 14th Supreme People's Assembly (SPA) of the DPRK. 


The meeting discussed the third agenda item 'On the Immediate Tasks for the Correct Solution of 
the Socialist Rural Question in Our Country. 


Kim Jong Un made a historic report Let us open up a new great era of our style socialist rural 
development. 


Reviewing the policy of our Party that attached importance to the rural question from the first 
period of its founding and the historic path for its materialization, the General Secretary clarified 
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the importance and significance of the proper solution to the socialist rural question at present. 


To make drastic change of the rural communities today when it presents itself as a mature 
requirement to wage the struggle for the overall development of socialism becomes a very 
important revolutionary task in turning around the rigorous situation in favor of increasing the 
driving force of our own and achieving prosperity and development of the country and welfare of 
the people. 


It is for this reason that the 8th Party Congress set forth the strategic policy to arm the 
agricultural workers with the Party's policies and turn the rural communities into affluent and 
cultured socialist ones possessed of modern technology and civilization. 


The General Secretary clarified the goal of socialist rural construction and the major task at 
present, calling for putting the country's agriculture on a definite upward stage and opening up 
a new great era of effecting drastic development of our style socialist countryside by pushing 
forward the rural development under the uplifted slogan of 'For New Victory of Socialist Rural 
Construction! 


Saying that our Party's goal for the socialist rural construction is to model all the rural 
communities across the country on the Juche idea and make them materially affluent, he noted 
that targets to be attained in our style rural development are to enhance level of ideological 
awareness of agricultural workers, make a rapid development of agricultural workforce and 
bring about fundamental change in the living environment of the countryside. 


The report said that the project for attaining the goal of socialist rural construction is a 
gigantic and serious revolution and that it is necessary to set stages and goals on a scientific 
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basis and wage purposeful struggle under year-on-year plan to successfully solve the rural 
problem that assume protracted and multilateral nature. It then set forth mid-term and long- 
term rural development strategies to be maintained by our Party and the state in the future. 


The major task of rural development strategy at present is to transform all the agricultural 
workers into revolutionary agricultural workers befitting the era of the Workers! Party, 
completely solve the food problem of the country and dynamically wage the struggle for 
drastically changing the living environment of rural inhabitants so as to definitely put the 
countryside on an orbit of sustained development. 


Saying that it is the most crucial task in the socialist rural construction and a key factor for its 
victory to make the agricultural workers main players and masters of the rural revolution, the 
General Secretary stressed that it is of paramount importance to put priority efforts into 
transforming the thought of agricultural workers and enhancing their political awareness so as 
to firmly prepare all of them to be rural revolutionaries upholding the Party's idea of socialist 
rural construction with loyalty. 


He set it as the basic task of rural development strategy to increase the agricultural production 
and completely solve the food problem of the country, and specified the goals of grain output 
and production of stockbreeding, fruit, vegetables, industrial crops and sericulture to be 
attained phase by phase in the coming 10 years. 


The report suggested the dynamic struggle of sprucing up farm villages across the country as a 
task to which special emphasis should be put in rural development strategy. 


To build all the farm villages in the country so that they would preserve the characteristics of 
socialism and the peculiar features of specific regions is a crucial strategic plan which the Party 
gives a top priority to and which it is determined to realize under whatever conditions, in order 
to provide rural inhabitants with wonderful living environment with nothing to envy in the world 
and to achieve the overall development of the country. 


A guarantee for the successful implementation of this plan is powerful state support, activation 
of a powerful state guidance system and the enhancement of the roles of towns and counties 
directly responsible for the local construction. 


The General Secretary underscored the need to powerfully speed up rural revolution with 
confidence and optimism, turn all the farms in the country into socialist paradise wonderful 
enough to be proud of in the world and realize centuries-old desire and ideal of the people as 
soon as possible, clarifying detailed tasks and ways for doing so. 


Powerfully expediting the three revolutions-ideological, technical and cultural- in the 
countryside is the most important task arising in settling the socialist rural question. 


It is proven by the history of socialist rural construction in our country and also the present 
situation that only when the three revolutions are effectively waged in the countryside, will it be 
possible to bring about a fundamental change in the aspects of political and ideological 
awareness, technological knowledge and cultural life of the agricultural workers. 


The report set forth the ideological revolution as a priority task in making the three revolutions 
in the countryside. 


The purpose of the ideological revolution in farms is to remove old thought remaining in the 
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heads of agricultural workers, turn them into communists who have been revolutionized and 
armed with the Juche idea, and consolidate our revolutionary force politically and ideologically 
and thus powerfully propel socialist construction. 


Important here is to educate the agricultural workers to let them work faithfully with high 
class awareness while firmly arming them with the revolutionary idea and policy of our Party 
and with the fighting spirit displayed by hero farmers and patriotic farmers in the different 
annals of the revolution, helping them grasp the greatness and gratitude for the Party, state and 
the social system and making collectivism dominate their thinking and life. 


The report called for conducting dynamic technical revolution in the farms to make the 
agricultural workers intelligent ones. 


When they are prepared politically, ideologically and culturally and also possessed of high 
science and technology, they can fulfill their roles as masters of the socialist farms and 
accelerate rural development in the new era, the report said, and continued: 


To this end, it is necessary to conduct brisk agricultural sci-tech study and advanced farming 
technology dissemination to broaden the knowledge of agricultural workers and enhance their 
technical ability as required by the drive of making all the people well versed in science and 
technology and developing ours into a talented nation. What is also necessary is to send lots of 
university graduates to farms, further increase technological ability of farms in reliance on their 
pivotal role and thoroughly get rid of such incidence as distancing oneself from science and 
technology and resorting to old experience in farms. 


It is also important to establish a revolutionary, healthy and civilized way of life in the farms 
while raising the cultural awareness level of agricultural workers in order to bring about drastic 
improvement in accomplishing the cultural revolution in farms. 
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The agricultural workers should conduct brisk mass-based cultural and art activities and 
popular sports activities and establish noble and sound moral traits while keeping their native 
places and villages clean and tidy to make laughter, optimism and feelings of harmony fill the 
farms. 


The nationwide efforts should be directed to raising the level of education and medical service 
in farms, and the culture of the capital, the culture of working class and the model culture of 
the times should be steadily expanded to local areas and farms so as to propel the cultural 
revolution in the countryside. 


In the historic report, the General Secretary set forth it as an important task that is urgent in 
settling the rural problem at present to increase agricultural production of the country in a 
sustained way. 


The report called for consistently maintaining the scientific farming-first principle in 
successfully implementing this urgent task the solution to which is most waited for by the 
people. 


It is our Party's view on strategic development to convert the agriculture of the country into the 
advanced one and bring about stable and sustained growth of agricultural production with the 
science and technology as the major driving force of the agricultural development. 


To this end, it is imperative to powerfully spur the revolution in seed selection, establish 
scientific farming system and method to cope with disastrous abnormal climate and ensure 
rapidity, scientific accuracy and correctness in agricultural meteorological forecast. 


What our Party gives priority in developing the agricultural production at present is to change 
the grain production structure of the country and powerfully propel rice and wheat farming. 


The General Secretary in the report expressed once again the determination and will of our 
Party to realize the cherished desire of our people in the near future without fail and clarified the 
methodological issues in orientating the country's agricultural production to shifting the dietary 
culture of our people to the one with rice and flour food as staple food. 


In the agricultural field, the work of expanding the area under cultivation necessary for 
meeting the nation's demand for rice and wheat should be pushed forward in a planned way, 
advanced cultivation method should be introduced, mechanical means should be actively 
introduced to farming work, dehydration facilities should be set up and wheat processing 
capacity should be expanded by a large margin. 


As an immediate task, farms should work out detailed operations for accumulating wheat 
farming experience and a nationwide system for providing high-yielding seeds and necessary 
farming materials should be established in an effective way. 


The report stressed the need to kindle once again the hot wind for bean and potato farming on 
a nationwide scale. 


Tasks were also given to dynamically wage the struggle for improving low-yielding land and 
turning it into fertile land without letup and to increase per-hectare yield in most of farms 
whether they are in flat areas, middle areas and mountainous areas. 


The report set forth it as an important task for making the people's life plentiful to increase the 
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production of stock-breeding, fruit, vegetables and industrial crops. 


It is necessary to renovate the existing stock-breeding bases, turn the counties with favorable 
conditions for the development of stock-breeding into stock-breeding counties so as to 
considerably increase the production of meat, eggs and milk, and widely spread high-yielding 
fruit species and establish advanced cultivation technology to supply our children and people 
with fresh fruits and various processed fruits the year round. 


It is important to recover vegetable field irrigation system, build modern large-scale vegetable 
greenhouse farms in different parts of the country and invigorate mushroom production bases 
to make tables of people loaded with food. It is also necessary to put efforts into the cultivation 
of industrial crops to satisfactorily solve the issue of raw materials of light industry including 
raw materials of sweetener and oil. 


The report importantly referred to the task of strengthening the scientific and technological 
force of the agricultural field. 


Clarified in detail were the issue for agricultural science and technology institutions and 
universities in agricultural field to fulfill their roles in putting the agricultural production on a 
scientific, IT and intensive basis to meet the trend of the worldwide agricultural development, 
the issue of studying farming technology and methods favorable for relieving farmers of their 
hard labor and for realizing mechanization as well as increasing productivity, the issue of 
putting all the agricultural scientific research bases on an ultra-modern basis and training a 
large number of competent agricultural technical talents and the issue of timely disseminating 
advanced agricultural science and technology and farming methods to farms, work-teams and 
farmers. 


The report stressed the importance and principled requirement of improving guidance and 
management in achieving the sustained development of agricultural production in socialist 
society and advanced realistic ways for strengthening the unified, planned and scientific and 
technological guidance over the overall agricultural production of the country and displaying the 
advantages of our style agricultural guidance system centered on the county co-op farm 
management committees. 
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The report also stressed the need to raise the level and ability of agricultural guidance officials 
and those officials of primary organizations in farms and to remove exaggeration deep-seated in 
the agricultural field. 


The General Secretary in his historic report clarified the revolutionary policies and measures 
for increasing the state investment in agriculture and radically consolidating the material and 
technological foundation of the rural economy. 


Underscoring the need to increase the state investment in agricultural field purposefully, 
unaffected by the given environment and conditions, the General Secretary called on the 
Cabinet and other state economic institutions and relevant units to systematically increase the 
share of investment in agricultural field and set up a strict system and order by which 
equipment, materials and fund are unconditionally provided as planned. 


The report analyzed in detail the state investment in realizing the irrigation, mechanization, 
chemicalization and electrification of the rural economy and referred to details of basic ways for 
settlement. 


It is imperative to adjust and reinforce the irrigation system of the country in general and 
further complete it so as to ensure safe farming, despite whatever drought and flood, to 
sufficiently supply to the countryside nitrogen fertilizer, phosphatic fertilizer and potassic 
fertilizer and various other fertilizers and efficient chemicals necessary for the growth of crops, 
send more power equipment and electrical machines to improve the conditions of production 
and cultural life in the farms and to continuously expand areas under cultivation with 
nationwide efforts concentrated on the campaign to bring more land under cultivation and on 
tideland reclamation. 


Saying that it is the plan and determination of our Party to create new picture of socialist farm 
in which modern farm machines made by us cover the farms of the whole country and 
agricultural workers enjoy farming with the help of machines, the General Secretary noted that 
to accelerate this process, this issue was deeply studied based on overall analysis of the 
situation in the existing farm machine factories. 


He said that the plan of the Party Central Committee is to concentrate investment in major 
farm machine factories and farm machine study field while developing the Kumsong Tractor 
Factory into a general factory capable of producing various efficient farm machines as well as 
high horsepower tractors so as to completely update the farm machine industry of the country. 
He took special crucial measure for its realization. 


He said that an emphasis should be put on South Hwanghae Province, the biggest agricultural 
province in the country, underlining the need to put the Party and state efforts on the province 
in the period of five-year plan so that it would take the lead in agricultural production in the 
country. 


He also set forth the tasks to make it regular and obligatory to mobilize labor and means in a 
prompt way during cardinal farming period such as rice transplantation, weeding and harvest in 
a nationwide scale, and for relevant fields including light industrial field and commercial field to 
regularly supply lots of various daily necessities so as to help the living of agricultural workers 
and boost their production enthusiasm. 


Making a detailed analysis of general financial situation of cooperative farms now under 
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difficult condition, he declared a favored measure to completely release cooperative farms from 
the arrears of state loans as part of important measures to let the rural communities stand on 
their own and consolidate their economic foundations. 


The General Secretary advanced it as a task of utmost importance in socialist rural 
construction to drastically transform the appearance and environment of farms. 


It is the policy of rural construction of our Party to turn all rural villages in the country into 
rich and cultured socialist ideal villages at the level similar to those in Samjiyon City in the near 
future.

During the lock down time I 
went to my village where my parents live. My parents have some land and 
they are farmers. There was irrigation problem so I built a one hundred 
fifty thousand liters cemented rain water collection tank .There I 
worked for three months. I carried thousands of stones, sand, and cement 
but I didn't feel hard because I was inspired by North Korean people. 
When I would feel tired I would remember north Koran people then again I 
would feel better and restored.

I first came across Juche in the ancient Greek writings of Aristotle’s ‘Politika’ where he writes 
about Autarkeia' or autarchy. Defined both as the ‘practice that promotes individual self - 
governance' to the current Webster Dictionary definition of: ‘absolutism, authoritarianism, 
autocracy, Caesarism, Tzarism, despotism, dictatorship ...'. So how did self reliance as an 
idea, ideology and use in practice, turn from a benign ancient Greek philosophy into something 
akin to dictatorship. The answer can be found in the DPRK's study and practice of Juche. 


The first documented reference to Juche as an ideology appeared in 1955 in a speech given by 
Kim Il Sung entitled: 'On Eliminating Dogmatism and Formalism and Establishing Juche in 
Ideological Work'. In his speech he says: 


To make revolution in Korea we must know Korean history 
and geography as well as the customs of the Korean people. 
Only then is it possible to educate our people in a way 
that suits them and to inspire in them an ardent love 
for their native place and their motherland"' 


And further in his 1965 speech: 'On Socialist Construction in the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea and the South Korean Revolution' given on 14 April 1965, Kim Il Sung outlined the three 


fundamental principles of Juche: Political independence ( A}==), Economic self - sufficiency (AHE!) 


and Military self - reliance ( 4| 9|). 


And this to this day is one of the two core principles in the DPRK the second being Songun 
meaning ‘Military First Politics’. All around the world there are groups dedicated to Juche study, 
thought and in practice. No other country can claim to have so completely used Juche as an 
actual model that incorporates all parts of Korean life. In my own life I have tried to use Juche- 
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as a way of self reliance, not relying on the Western systems of education, media and 
governance. Finding my own path with the guidance of the works of the Great Kim Il Sung, the 
Dear Kim Jong Il and Marshal Kim Jong Un. Long may Juche thrive and prosper and be taken 
up all over the World. Long Live the DPRK, Long Live the brave People of the DPRK, Long Live 
Juche and Songun !! Manse !!

CNA Commentary on Japan's 
Dangerous Move for Overseas Aggression 


Japan has become further pronounced in its attempt at overseas expansion. 


At a recent ministerial meeting, the Japanese government decided to extend the duration of an 
escort ship of the Maritime ‘Self - defence Force' dispatched to the sea off Somalia for one more 
year and to increase the number of the crew under the pretext of ‘counter - piracy activities’. 


It also decided to extend the duration of activities of SDF dispatched to multinational forces 
and inspection group in the Sinai Peninsula of Egypt for one more year. 


What can not be overlooked are the military operations of the maritime SDF that is gaining 
momentum. 


In November, it held joint drills with carrier strike force of the British navy in the Aden Bay in 
the sea off Somalia and joint exercises with the Australian navy in the sea south of Shikoku. 


It frequently holds joint exercises with multinational forces in the seas off Japan. A good 
example is the five - nation joint military exercises it conducted with the naval forces of the U.S., 
Australia, Canada and Germany in the Philippine Sea near the southern part of Japan for 10 
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days until November 30. 


Experts contend that the drill would threaten peace in East Asia and arouse displeasure of 
regional countries as more than 30 warships including the nuclear carrier Carl Vinson of the 
U.S. navy and dozens of airplanes were involved in it. 


Japan's repeated extension of the SDF's overseas stay and intensive joint military drills are 
dangerous moves aimed to launch overseas aggression any moment by perfecting the SDF's war 
capability and by regularizing and validating its overseas advance. 


Since the adoption of a law on overseas dispatch under the slogan of peace - keeping' in 1992, 
Japan has dispatched SDF forces to various parts overseas, accumulating experiences in actual 
Wars. 


The SDF dispatched overseas under various pretexts have had their durations repeatedly 
extended and they continue to expand the scope of military operation overseas. 


The SDF has already turned into regular armed forces of attack type, in breach of the principle 
of ‘exclusive defence’. 


However, the Japanese authorities now plan to double the military spending that has so far 
been limited to be less than 1% of GDP for next year, which will earmark the biggest budget for 
‘defence’. 


The Japanese media comment that in case this is realized, Japan will come third in the world 
in the military expenditure. 


The ultimate goal of Japan is to rapidly become a military power and develop attack weapons 
and thus contain regional countries and retake its past position as a suzerain country. 


Japan is a war criminal country which provoked a war of aggression against Asian countries in 
the past and also a war defeated nation. It is a criminal country that has not redeemed its past 
though the lapse of several decades. 


This country with such dangerous outlook on history is bolstering military capabilities for 
attack which indicates that it can come out for overseas aggression any moment. 


Herein lies a reason why the international community should be vigilant against Japan's 
moves. 
Japan should bear in mind that rushing headlong into bolstering military buildup, being 
oblivious of its past history, will bring it self-destruction only.

American - Style Democracy Is Fake One 
Designed To Deceive Popular Masses 


One scholar has recently said that if Karl Marx is alive or a true Marxist is around, they will 
surely examine the American political system and never accept it as a democratic one. 


His remarks could be seen reasonable because he properly saw through the current world 
politics where the true nature of democracy is seriously distorted by the Western politicians and 
their mouthpieces. 


Democracy, which etymologically means ‘governing by people, stands for the politics that 
comprehensively express the will of popular masses. Accordingly, politics which reflects the will 
and desire of popular masses is real democracy, whereas the politics that speaks for the 
privileged few is fake. 


American - style democracy is a political system that excludes the absolute majority of popular 
masses from politics and ensures the governance only by the privileged few. 


The United States is boasting of its democracy of 'one person, one ballet' when referring to its 
election system, but ordinary citizens are in fact strictly restricted by various kinds of conditions 
attached. 


According to the American press, presidential and parliamentary elections in 2020 were the 
most expensive political elections that costed US$14.4 billion. This fact alone illustrates that the 
elections in the U.S. are degenerated into an exclusive property of the rich. 


The economic rights of the absolute majority of popular masses are ruthlessly violated and 
obliterated under the American - style democracy. 


In American society, the rise in unemployment rate becomes chronic, and the poor citizens are 
leading their lives in anxiety and despair. 


The number of people wandering around for begging is ever increasing, and the rich are 
becoming richer in America. This is furthering the divide between the poor and the rich, and 
eventually, the phrase '99 percent for 1 percent' has emerged, mirroring the true feature of the 
United States. 


Now the question is why America is so much struggling to cover its political system - the one 
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that has nothing to do with true democracy - with a veneer of democracy. 


As the Second World War ended with the victory of anti-fascist forces and the democratic 
forces were strengthened as never before, the politicians in the U.S. and the Western countries 
felt a sense of urgency to obstruct the combination of socialism and popular masses and to 
paralyze the political consciousness of the popular masses in order to neutralize the crisis of 
their systems. 


This motivated the American academic circle to coin a new concept that 'multi - party system', 
division of three powers' and 'enhancing the role of parliament' should be the standard of 
democracy and to start fabricating theories for covering their political systems with a veneer of 
democracy. 


As the above scholar has asserted, it will be appropriate to call the political systems of the 
United States and the Western countries a 'system of negating each other' or 'system of 
confrontational nature', not a democratic system.

KCNA Commentary Slams Japan's Increase 
in Military Spending 


Recently, the Japanese government decided on an additional draft budget for 'defense' for 
2021 amounting to Y773.8 billion on the pretext of taking countermeasures against the military 
build-up of neighboring countries. 


This amount plus its largest-ever initial military spending for this year would mean a colossal 
amount of Y6 116 billion in 'defense budgets' in 2021 alone, an increase of 7% from last year. 


The increased budget is reported to be used for purchasing war machinery such as P-1 patrol 
planes, transport aircraft as well as an upgraded version of the Patriot land-deployed interceptor 
missile which is aimed at the DPRK and China. 


Meanwhile, the Defense Ministry of Japan announced its intention to increase the range of a 
cruise missile currently under development by over 1 000km and that it will be mounted on 
battleships and fighter jets, not just land deployment. 


This rampant attempt to quickly possess the 'ability to attack enemy bases' after completely 
shaking off the mask of 'exclusive defense' shows Japan's fervor for aggression and war that has 
reached its height. 


Until now the Japanese reactionaries have made fraudulent use of the slogan of 'exclusive 
defense', which mainly calls for refraining from the use of force and non-possession of combat 
capability, etc, as a protective screen to hide their wild dreams for reinvasion and plot to turn 
Japan into a military power. 


Since the Abe regime, they have continuously increased the 'military budget' higher than the 
year before and cunningly added a supplementary budget to it under the pretext of threats from 
surroundings’, thus making the ‘Self-Defense Forces' come top on the list in the world. 


The military budget increasing nonstop has been used for purchase and development of 
offensive weaponry including up-to-date stealth fighters, long-range cruise missiles and aircraft 
carriers. And the adoption of various war laws and regulations enabled to expand the operation 
scope of the 'Self-Defense Forces' to outer space beyond 'exclusive defense’. 


The present Japanese authorities, after making the possession of 'ability to attack enemy bases' 
a fait accompli, have buckled down to it in particular. 


Prime Minister Kishida gave orders for the revision of the 'state security strategy’, the 'defense 
guidelines' and the 'midterm defense capability buildup outline' for the purpose of the possession 


of the ‘ability to attack enemy bases’. 


This possession which legalizes a preemptive attack against other countries signifies the final 
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completion of Japan's preparation for reinvasion. 


Nothing is more foolish than to think that its guise of 'defense' can hide its heinous militaristic 
nature of aggression and war.

I remained at home for about a month to celebrate New Year's Day. Then in mid- 
January I left Fusong. When I arrived in Jilin it was noon and the streets were full 
of people. I thought it would be awkward to take out my pocketbook and turn over 
the pages with numbed fingers to look up the addresses of my acquaintances each 
time I was going to ask my way. So I had committed to memory the names of the 
streets and house numbers I was looking for. From the first moment the bustling 
scenes in the large city with its long history seemed to press down upon me who 
had been living only in the quiet and lonely countryside. 


After leaving the station I could hardly move because of my great excitement. 1 
stood looking for a long time at this lively new scene which represented a new life 
for me. The most memorable thing I saw in the streets of the city that day was that 
there were many water vendors. I heard some passers-by grumble that there was 
not enough drinking water so that only the number of water vendors was increasing 
in a place once known as a city of water, even called a quay, and that life in the city 
of Jilin might well grow harder in time. The city life in which even a glass of water 
had to be reckoned in terms of money weighed down heavily upon me from the first 
moment, but defying this weight, I threw out my chest and marched down the street 
into the city. 


Having walked some distance along Chelou Street towards Beishan from the 
station I came to a wall which separated the inner city from the outer part and saw 
a gate in the wall with a sign reading Zhaoyang Gate above it. Near the Zhaoyang 
Gate there was another gate called Xinkai Gate. Besides these two gates, there 
were Bohu, Linjiang, Fuxiu, Desh-eng, Beiji Gates and others, ten in all. All of these 
gates were guarded by soldiers of Zhang Zuo-xiang’s army. The ancient-looking wall 
of Jilin marred here and there by weathering showed that this was an old walled 


city. 


Although I was a stranger to the place, the city did not seem so unfamiliar to me. 
This was probably because I had long wished to see it and there were many friends 
of my late father in the city. In my pocket-book I had the addresses of more than ten 
friends and acquaintances of my father to whom I would have to pay courtesy calls. 
Old friends of my late father O Tong Jin, Jang Chol Ho, Son Jong Do, Kim Sa Hon, 
Hyon Muk Kwan (Hyon Ik Chol), Ko Won Am, Pak Ki Baek, and Hwang Paek Ha 
were all living in Jilin. I had to call on all of them. 


O Tong Jin was the first person I decided to visit. I called at his house which was 
located between Chelou Street and Xiangfu Street. To tell the truth, I was feeling 
rather nervous at the time. I was afraid that Commander O might have been 
displeased to hear that I had left Hwa-song Uisuk School to which I had been 
admitted through the kind offices of my father's friends. But he was as kind as ever 
and delighted to see me. When I told him why I had 
left Hwasong Uisuk School and come to Jilin, he sat nodding his head in silence 
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for a while, looking serious. Then he said: “Seeing you in Jilin all of a sudden, I am 
reminded of your late father. Your father, too, unexpectedly left Sungsil Middle 
School. I heard that with many regrets at the time. But much later I realized that 
your father had been right in making the decision. Anyhow, I marvel at your resolve 
to leave the school after only six months and come to Jilin, If Jilin is what you want, 
then, dig your well here." This was all O Tong Jin said after hearing my account of 
how I had come to Jilin. I felt grateful to him for his broad-minded way of thinking 
which was fully worthy of him. He remarked with regret that now that I had decided 
to come to Jilin for schooling, I should have had my whole family, my mother and 
younger brothers, move there to settle. When he had come to my father's funeral he 
had asked my mother many times to move to Jilin where there were many friends 
of her late husband. Mother was grateful for his kind suggestion, but she would not 
leave Fusong. With the grave of her husband in Yangdicun village, she thought, how 
could she move out to Jilin? That day O Tong Jin introduced his secretary 
Choe Il Chon to me. Since he had previously boasted a great deal about his 
secretary, I already knew something about this Choe Il Chon. He was well-known 
in the Jongut-bu organization as a good writer. Our meeting that day marked the 
beginning of the special comradely ties between Choe Il Chon and me. 


That afternoon, O Tong Jin took me to the Sanfeng Hotel and presented me to some 
independence fighters. Among them were Kim Sa Hon to whom Kim Si U had 
written a letter of introduction for me and Jang Chol Ho who commanded the Jongut- 
bu guards. Besides these two men there were many independence fighters staying 
at the hotel whose names I did not know. Along with the Taifenghe Rice Mill, this 
hotel was one of the two nests for independence fighters in Jilin that they used for 
lodging and liaison. This hotel also provided accommodation for many emigrants 
from Korea. The manager was from the same province as the Rev. Son Jong Do. He 
had lived in Jungsan County, South Phyongan Province, before | moving 
to Jilin on the advice of the Rev. Son and opening the hotel. Though it was a hotel 
in name, it looked more like a dormitory or public hall. It was within only 100 metres 
of the Japanese consulate. So it was virtually on the threshold of the consulate, 
which might just as well have been called the headquarters of the Japanese 
detective service in the Jilin area. It seemed risky, therefore, for the followers of the 
anti-Japanese independence movement to visit the hotel day and night with secret 
agents and policemen so close at hand. But they came there all the same, saying, 
"Ihe darkest place is below the candlestick." Strangely enough, there was never 
any instance of a Korean patriot being walked off from the Sanfeng Hotel. So, after 
we formed our organizations later, we often used this hotel. 


After reading the letter of introduction from Kim Si U, Kim Sa Hon asked me if 1 
would like to go to Yuwen Middle School in Jilin where a Korean by the name of 
Kim Kang who was a good friend of his was teaching. He said that it was a private 
school founded by the newly-emerging public circles in the city and that it was the 
most progressive school in Jilin. It was widely known that this school was 
progressive by nature. The newspaper Jizhang Ribao had written about it many 
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times. As early as 1921 the paper had said that it was a school in financial 
difficulties but making a very good showing, so it was aided by various social 
organizations. Owing to the disputes over funds and the headmaster’s abuse of his 
authority, there had been many headmasters. When I arrived, Li Guang-han had 
recently taken over, replacing Zhang Yin-xian, a graduate 
of Jinling University in Nanjing. The fact that the headmaster had been changed 
four times sufficed to show how highly justice and lawfulness were esteemed at the 
school. This reformist tradition of the school captured my fancy. 


The next day Kim Sa Hon introduced me to teacher Kim Kang of Yuwen Middle 
School. Kim Kang was a good English scholar. He presented me to the headmaster, 
Li Guang-han. Li Guang-han was a Left-wing nationalist from China and he had 
been a classmate of future Prime Minister Zhou En-lai at secondary school. He was 
an intellectual of conscience who had largely been subject to the future prime 
minister’s influence even in his younger days. It was several decades later that I 
came to learn of the relationship between Prime Minister Zhou and Li Guang-han. 
Once, when I met Prime Minister Zhou En-lai when he was on a visit to our country 
and talked about my youth and those Chinese people who had helped me, l 
happened to mention the name of Li Guang-han. The prime minister was delighted 
to hear his name and told me that they had been classmates at the middle school 
affiliated to Nankai University in Tianjin. 


Li Guang-han asked me what I was going to do after finishing at school. When 1 
answered without hesitation that I would like to devote myself to the cause of 
winning back my motherland, he said approvingly that my intention was highly 
praiseworthy. It seemed that because I had opened my heart to him, he readily 
granted my request that I join the second year without going through the first year. 


Later, when I was engaged in the youth and student movement and underground 
activities, I was given assistance on many occasions by Mr. Li. Even when he 
learned that I missed classes frequently on account of my revolutionary work, he 
ignored the fact and shielded me so that the reactionary teachers bribed by the 
warlord authorities should not touch me. When the warlords or consulate police 
came to arrest me, he informed me of their attempt before I escaped out of the fence. 
Because the headmaster was a conscientious intellectual, many people with 
progressive ideas were able to conduct their activities under his wing. 


When I returned after registering at Yuwen Middle School, Mr. O Tong Jin and his 
wife told me that I should live with them instead of boarding at the hostel. This was 
an offer for which I was truly grateful in view of my situation at the time. I needed 
the support of my mother to attend the school, but she was infirm. She worked day 
and night all the year round, doing washing or needlework for money, and sent me 
about three yuan every month. After paying my school fees and the cost of 
notebooks and textbooks, I could scarcely afford to buy a pair of shoes. Such being 
my situation, I was obliged to accept the kindness and advice of the old friends of 
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my late father. In Jilin I lived with O Tong Jin at first. Then, after his arrest, 1 
stayed with Jang Chol Ho for a year, with Hyon Muk Kwan for several months and 
then with Ri Ung who replaced O Tong Jin as the leader of Jongut-bu. 


Most of the prominent figures in Jilin in those days had been on intimate terms 
with my father, so they cared for me and looked after me in many ways. While 
frequenting the houses of my father's old friends, I became acquainted with many 
cadres of the Independence Army and leaders of the independence movement, and 
met a. large number of various people on their way in and out of Jilin. Almost all the 
cadres of the Jongutbu organization were living in Jilin at the time. This 
organization had a splendid central and local setup comprising administration, 
finance, judiciary, military affairs, education, foreign affairs, prosecution, and 
inspection and supervision, and it exercised as much power as that of an 
independent state, collecting taxes from the Korean inhabitants of the areas under 
its control. In order to protect this huge machinery it maintained a permanent central 
guard consisting of more than 150 soldiers. 


As a provincial capital in China, Jilin was, along with Fengtian 
(Mukden), Changchun and Harbin, one of the political, economic and cultural 
centres of Manchuria. The Jilin military control station was headed by Zhang Zuo- 
xiang, a cousin of Zhang Zuo-lin. He would not listen readily to what the Japanese 
said. When the Japanese told him that someone was a communist and another a 
bad man, he would reject it, telling them that it was none of their business. He did 
so more from his ignorance and self-conceit than from any political conviction. This 
characteristic of the man was of benefit to the revolutionaries and people engaged 
in the social movement. 


The greater part of the Koreans resident in Manchuria lived in Jilin Province. 
So Jilin was the haunt of many Korean independence fighters and communists 
who were fleeing from the Japanese army and police. This made the city a theatre 
and a centre of political activities for Koreans. The Japanese had good reason for 
stating, “Jilin is the operational base for anti-Japanese activities in the three 
eastern provinces.” 


In the latter half of the 1920s Jilin was an assembly point for the leaders of the 
Jongui-bu, Chamui-bu and Sinmin-bu organizations which constituted the main 
forces of the Korean nationalist movement in Manchuria. Huadian, Xingjing and 
Longjing were the principal centres where the supporters of the independence 
movement published newspapers and opened schools, but it was Jilin where their 
leaders assembled and conducted their activities. 


It was also Jilin where the factionalists belonging to the M-L group, the Tuesday 
group and the Seoul-Shanghai group made reckless efforts to expand their 
respective forces. Nearly all the major figures of the communist movement conceited 
enough to think themselves important haunted this city. All sorts of people flocked 
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here—nationalists, communists, factionalists, political refugees and so on. Young 
people and students seeking eagerly for new things and for the truth also came to 
this city. In short, it could be said that Jilin was a scene where ideological trends 
of every description were breathing together. 


It was here that I unfolded my revolutionary activities under the banner of 
communism. When I came to Jilin I found that some members of the Down-with- 
Imperialism Union had come to the city as they had promised in Huadian and were 
on the register of such a school as Wenguang Middle School or were working at 
the locomotive depot and the wharf. As soon as they heard of my arrival in Jilin, 
they hurried to the house of Commander O Tong Jin. *Money, drinking water and 
firewood are scarce here, but this is a good place because there are plenty of 
books," they said in telling me of their impressions of Jilin. I jokingly said I could 
stand even the pain of hunger if I had many books. I said it for fun, but at the same 
time I meant what I said. They had a favourable opinion of Yuwen Middle School. 
Some of the teachers were Right-wingers from the Kuomintang, but most of them 
were affiliated to the Communist Party or followed the Three Principles of the People, 
they said. Their words eased my mind. As it became known later, both teacher 
Shang Yue and teacher Ma Jun at the school were communists. We resolved to learn 
the revolutionary truth as we wished and fight for all we were worth to attain the 
goal of the Down-with-Imperialism Union in this new place. 


Those members of the Down-with-Imperialism Union who had remained in 
Huadian had left for areas in Manchuria inhabited by Koreans such as Fusong, 
Panshi Xingjing, Liuhe, Antu, Changchun and Yitong Counties in search of new 
theatres of activity. Some of them had returned to their old Independence Army 
companies. 


In a confusing city like Jilin it was not easy with only a small number of hardcore 
members to make all the people listen to what we had to say and struggle for the 
realization of the Down-with-Imperialism Union’s ideal. But we were filled with a 
firm determination that each of us should become a spark to rouse a hundred people 
and ensure that the hundred people in their turn would set the hearts of ten 
thousand people around them on fire to reform the world. 


I began my activities in Jilin by conducting a deeper study of Marxism-Leninism. 
When I was coming to Jilin, I had made up my mind to pursue in earnest and more 
profoundly the study of Marxism-Leninism which I had begun in Huadian. The 
social and political atmosphere in Jilin stimulated my resolve to inquire deeply into 
new ideas. I was more keen on reading the works of Marx, Engels, Lenin and 
Stalin than studying the school subjects. 


In those days China was going through a period of great revolution and therefore 
many good books published in the Soviet Union and Japan were available in 
translation. A magazine with the title Translation Monthly was issued 
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in Beijing and it often carried progressive literary works which the young people 
and students found interesting. In Jilin we could have any number of books which 
were difficult to obtain in Fusong or Huadian. But I had no money to buy them. 
People will find it hard to believe me when I say now that I put on my canvas shoes 
only when going to school and would walk about barefoot almost all the time after 
school. 


The admission fee for the library on Niumaxiang Street was ten fen a month. 1 
bought an admission ticket every month and would stop at the library on my way 
home from school every day and spend hours reading books and newspapers. This 
enabled me to read various publications at little cost. When I could not afford to buy 
the good books on sale in bookshops, I would persuade some rich students to buy 
them, and would borrow them from the sons of families who bought books not for 
reading but for the sake of displaying them in bookcases. 


At Yuwen Middle School the administration of school affairs was democratic. The 
chief librarian was elected every six months at a general meeting of the students. 
The elected chief librarian was supposed to draw up a plan of management for the 
library and had the right to acquire books. I was elected chief librarian twice at the 
school. Availing myself of the opportunities, I laid in a large stock of Marxist-Leninist 
books. But with plenty of books available, the trouble was that I did not have 
enough time to read them all. I tried hard to find a minute for reading and to read 
even one more book within the given time and understand its substance in full. 


In my childhood my father would give me books to read and then make me put 
down in writing the gist of the books and what lessons I had learned from them. 
This habit of mine cultivated by my father proved of great value. If you read a book 
carefully without losing sight of its essential point, you can seize its substance 
clearly no matter how complicated it may be and you can read many books in a 
short time. 


It was not simply out of academic interest or from a spirit of inquiry that I spent 
night after night reading in my secondary school days. I did not delve into the books 
with the object of becoming a scholar or for the purposes of a career. How could we 
expel the Japanese imperialists and win back our country? How could we do away 
with social inequality and make the working people prosperous? These were the 
questions the answers to which I wanted to discover in the books. No matter what 
book I was reading and where, I was always seeking the answers to these 
questions. I am sure it was in the course of this that my position was established of 
approaching Marxism-Leninism not as a dogma but as a practical weapon and of 
searching for the truth not in an abstract theory but always in the practice of the 
Korean revolution. In those days I read The Communist Manifesto, The Capital, 
The State and Revolution, Wage Labour and Capital and other Marxist-Leninist 
classics and books expounding them which I came across.

In addition to political books, I read many works of revolutionary literature. I found 
the works of Gorky and Lu Xun the most interesting. When I was in Fusong and 
Badaogou I used to read many old tales such as The Tale of Chun Hyang, The Tale 
of Sim Chong, The Tale of Ri Sun Sin, and Monkey, but after coming to Jilin I read 
many revolutionary novels and stories and progressive books which described the 
real life of the time, including Mother, The Iron Flood, Blessing, An Authorized Life of 
Ah-Q, On the River Amnok, and A Boy Wanderer. Later, when we ran up against 
severe trials like the “arduous march" during the anti-Japanese armed struggle, 1 
recalled the revolutionary stories such as The Iron Flood I had read when I was 
in Jilin and drew strength and courage from them. Literary works play a great role 
in the formation of the world view of people, so every time I meet writers, I tell them 
to produce many revolutionary stories and novels. Our writers are now writing 
many revolutionary masterpieces. 


We became politically aware also through seeing at first hand the absurd social 
phenomena and the miserable living conditions of the people at the time. Many of 
the Koreans coming from Korea to Manchuria passed through Jilin on their way to 
other places. We often heard from them about the pitiful conditions of the people at 
home. Some of the travellers crossing the River Amnok would pass through Dandong 
and come to Changchun on the south Manchurian railway, from where they would 
either proceed to north Manchuria by the Dongzhi railway or go by the Ji-Chang line 
to Jilin and then into the backlands nearby. Others would pass through Fengtian to 
go to the Dunhua, Emu or Ningan regions by the Feng-Hai and Jilin-Hoeryong lines. 
In the cold winter and early spring many Koreans could be seen at Jilin station 
and at the hotels in the city. Among them were people with truly sad and pathetic 
stories. 


One day I went to the theatre with my friends to see a Chinese opera. After the 
performance the actress who had recited the poem came to us and asked us if a 
man with the name of Choe so-and-so was living in the city. He was her fiance. We 
were all surprised to hear her speak Korean. In Korea Chinese opera was not 
known. 


The actress, whose name was Ok Pun, hailed from Kyongsang Province, Korea. 
Her father had one day been drinking with his friend who lived behind his house, 
and the two men had promised that if their wives gave birth to a boy and a girl, they 
would match them as man and wife, and that if the babies were only boys or only 
girls, they would make them sworn brothers or sisters. After a while a boy and a girl 
were born to the two houses. Their parents cut a silk kerchief into two and kept one 
half each in token of the marriage of their children. Later the two families had to 
leave their home village in search of a living. The boy's family went to live in Jilin. 
The boy grew up and was now a student at Wenguang Middle School. After coming 
to Jilin his parents had managed somehow to obtain a house and made a 
reasonable living by running a small rice mill. On the other hand, the girl's family 
had found themselves with no money when they arrived in Dandong and were 
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compelled to sell their little daughter to a Chinese family. Ok Pun had been trained 
with a whip in Chinese opera and become an actress. As she grew older, she began 
to think of the boy she had been betrothed to back in their home village. Whenever 
she came to a new place, she would secretly meet any Koreans there and ask them 
if they knew where her betrothed was. 


That day the actress Ok Pun had a dramatic reunion with her intended husband 
from Wenguang Middle School. When Ok Pun said she would stop her part in the 
play and join her husband, the owner of the theatre company who had been 
travelling with her demanded a huge sum of money. So, Ok Pun said to her fiance 
that she would return to Jilin after paying off the sum within a few years with 
money she would save from her pay. Witnessing all this, we felt indignant and 
angry in our hearts. We students denounced the mercenary and heartless manager 
of the theatre company as a “viper-like woman.” 


Life in the large city where hundreds of thousands of humans were locked 
desperately in a struggle for existence gave off the stink of a class society. One 
summer day when the sun was beating down, I was returning from Beishan with 
my friends. On our way we witnessed a roadside scene in which a rickshaw driver 
was bickering with a rich man. It appeared that the rich man who had ridden in the 
rickshaw had not paid enough. Insisting that, since the Three Principles of the 
People was in force the gentry should duly pay heed to the matter of the *people's 
livelthood,” the rickshaw driver asked for a little more money. But the rich man, far 
from giving him more money, countered the Three Principles of the People with the 
Five-Right Constitution and hit the poor man with his cane. Scandalized at this 
scene, we students swooped down on the rich fellow and made him pay some more 
money. 


Such experiences made us skeptical and disaffected; we asked ourselves how it 
was that there were people who rode in a rickshaw while there were others who 
had to pull it, and, why it was that certain people were living in luxury in palatial 
mansions while others had to wander the streets begging. 


A man can be said to have established his revolutionary world view when he 
becomes aware of his class position and interests, hates the exploiting classes, is 
prepared to safeguard the interests of his class and then embarks on the path of 
revolution with a determination to build a new society. I began to realize my class 
position through reading the Marxist-Leninist classics and other revolutionary books, 
became aware of many inequalities by observing social phenomena, conceived a 
growing hatred for the exploiting classes and exploiter society and, in the end, 
embarked on the road of struggle with a resolve to reform and rebuild the world. 


The more I read the works of Marx and Lenin and the deeper I became absorbed in 
them, the greater the urge I felt to disseminate their revolutionary theories among 
the young people and students as soon as possible. 
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The first student I made friends with at Yuwen Middle School was a Korean 
named Kwon Thae Sok. There were four Korean students in all at the school; Kwon 
Thae Sok and I were the only ones who were interested in the young communist 
movement. The other two had no interest in the political movement. They were only 
concerned about money and were thinking of going into business after graduation. 
Kwon Thae Sok and I shared similar aspirations and similar views on society and 
so we were friends from the first. Of the Chinese students a young man called 
Zhang Xin-min was a friend of mine. He would always be in my company and 
discuss politics with me a great deal. We talked about various topics ranging from 
social inequality to the reactionary character of imperialism, the Japanese 
imperialists’ scheme to invade Manchuria and the Kuomintang’s traitorous acts. 


Marxism-Leninism was still no more than an object of admiration among the young 
people and students of Jilin. Because Marx was said to be a prodigy, they would at 
most leaf through his classics just to see what sort of a man he was, or they would 
think they were behind the times if they did not know what Marxism was. 


Drawing on my experience in Huadian, I organized a secret reading circle 
at Yuwen Middle School with several like-minded students. Its mission and aim 
were to arm the progressive young people and students closely with Marxist- 
Leninist thoughts and theory. This organization quickly grew and had soon 
expanded to many schools in the city, including Wenguang Middle School, Middle 
Schools No. 1 and No. 5, the Girls’ Middle School and the Normal School. With the 
increase in the number of members of the reading circle we got a room at the rice 
mill run by supporters of the independence movement and opened a library there, 
with members of the Ryugil Association of Korean Students running it. 


Today libraries can be found everywhere, and if we choose to, we can build large 
palatial libraries like the Grand People’s Study House. But it was not an easy task 
furnishing a library in those days when we had nothing but our bare hands. We 
needed to lay in a stock of books, set up bookshelves, and install desks and chairs, 
but we had no money. Every Sunday, therefore, we worked to earn money, carrying 
sleepers on our shoulders at the railway construction site or gravel on our backs at 
the riverside. The girl students went and sorted rice at the rice mills. We purchased 
books with the money we earned penny by penny with so much pain. We installed a 
secret bookshelf to keep revolutionary books. After we had finished equipping the 
library we put up notices with brief yet interesting book reviews throughout the city. 
Then a great many students hastened to call at our library. 


We even had love stories prepared to attract students. Young people often came to 
the library to read the love stories. After we had thus given them a taste of reading, 
we started offering them books on social science. When the students were 
awakened gradually through reading social science literature, we offered them the 
Marxist-Leninist classics and revolutionary stories and novels from our secret stock. 
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We provided the young people and students with novels by Ri Kwang Su such 
as Resurrection, Heartlessness and Trailblazer. Ri Kwang Su drafted the 
"February 8th Declaration of Independence” in Tokyo on the eve of the March First 
Popular Uprising and wrote many progressive works while he was involved in the 
independence movement. Therefore, young people read his novels with keen 
interest. But later he deserted his principles and failed to write works with any 
instructive value. In the end, he went so far as to write reactionary novels like 
the Wife of a Revolutionary. After founding the anti-Japanese guerrilla army, I 
made for south Manchuria with the guerrilla force. On my way I stopped at Fusong 
for a brief visit, and there I read the novel. Its story is about a communist lying in his 
sickbed whose wife forms a liaison with the medical college student who comes to 
her home to treat her husband. Thus the work was about her scandalous life. It was 
an insult to the communists and defiled the communist movement from start to 
finish. 


Of a Saturday or a Sunday we gathered at Jilin Church or Beishan Park to 
discuss our impressions of the books we had read. At first there were some who 
talked about the love stories. But they were snubbed by the other students who said 
that their observations were quite worthless. Once humiliated in this way, the 
students who had been infatuated with love stories would turn to revolutionary 
stories of their own accord. 


“Story-telling” was another method we used in widely propagating the 
revolutionary thought among the young people and students and the masses. One 
day I had a sore throat, and because a poultice had been applied, I could not attend 
a class. On my way home from school, I dropped in at Beishan, where I saw a large 
crowd of people sitting around a blind man who was telling an old tale. As I 
approached, I found that the blind man was reciting a passage from the Three 
Warring Kingdoms, in the manner of a shaman narrating a spiritual message. 
When he came to the scene in which Zhu-ge Liang takes an enemy position through 
trickery, he even beat a drum to add to the fun. Then, when the narration reached a 
climax in an interesting scene, he abruptly stopped and held out his hands to the 
listeners for money. In those days this was called “story-telling” by the Chinese, and 
it was a good way of drawing the masses. 


After that we adopted this method in popularizing revolutionary thoughts. Among 
our companions there was a man who was a real jester and quick of tongue. He had 
been given the assignment of working with men of religion, and he was more clever 
and accurate than the pastors in offering up a prayer and reciting from the Bible. 1 
told him to take up “story-telling” and found him to be better at this than at reciting 
from the Bible. He would go to a guest room in a village or a park where people 
flocked and narrate good stories in an interesting manner; he enjoyed great 
popularity. The blind man did his “story-telling” for money, but our friend did not 
ask for a penny. Instead, he would stop his narration at an interesting point and 
make an inflammatory speech for a while before telling his audience to come at a 
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certain hour the next day when he would resume the story. So the next day the 
people would come to the appointed place to listen to the rest of the story. 


Of the people I got to know through books in those days, Pak So Sim impressed me 
deeply. In the busy quarters of Jilin there was a large bookshop by the name of 
Xinwen Shushe. I would go to the shop several times a week. Pak So Sim was also 
a regular customer there. He would always linger before the social science counter 
to find out which books had arrived. We often bumped into each other there. He was 
tall and thin and had an intelligent air. When I went to the shop with some other 
students and bought armloads of books for our library, he would be as pleased as if 
he were choosing books for himself and tell us about the content of certain books 
and advise us as to which books we should read and therefore buy. This was how I 
came to form a close friendship with Pak So Sim through books. When I was going to 
school from Dongdatan, he came to my quarters and stayed with me for a while. 


He had lived in Seoul before going there. He was in such poor health that he gave 
no thought to joining the communist movement, but wrote short articles for 
newspapers and magazines. His articles were carried in the newspaper Haejo 
Sinmun and the magazine Joson Ji-gwang. Although he had nothing to do with 
the communist movement, he was contemptuous of the factionalists. As he was 
upright and had great insight, those involved in various movements who 
frequented Jilin tried to win him over to their camps. 


He would sit up until late reading The Capital in Japanese. He was an 
enthusiastic reader; when he ran out of money, he would pawn his clothes to buy 
books. He was not a pedant who would pretend to be a Marxist-Leninist theoretician 
after reading a few primers, yet he was someone with a thorough knowledge of the 
major works of Marx and Lenin. He was a memorable teacher who initiated me 
into The Capital and explained it to me. As was the case with Marx’s works in 
general, The Capital had many points that were difficult to understand. So, Pak So 
Sim gave me explanatory lectures on The Capital. To grasp the substance of the 
classics, one needs a primer or a guide. Pak So Sim acted as a faithful guide for me. 
He was extremely well-read. 


Once I asked him about the Marxist-Leninist propositions on the dictatorship of the 
proletariat. He explained to me the propositions of the Marxist-Leninist classics 
which interpreted the proletarian dictatorship from different angles at different 
stages of historical development. For his theoretical attainments and learning, he 
could be called a master of Marxism. But there was something that was beyond the 
reach of his knowledge, something he found it hard to answer. I asked him the 
question: Although the Marxist-Leninist classics say that the class emancipation of 
the working class comes before national liberation, ts it not true that in our country 
the yoke of Japanese imperialism should be thrown off first before the class 
emancipation of the workers and peasants? This question was argued about a great 
deal among our comrades. We found that the Marxist-Leninist classics fell short of 
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providing a theoretical explanation of the interrelations between the emancipation of 
the working class and national liberation. As for the national liberation struggle in 
colonial countries, there were many problems which required scientific elucidation. 
Pak So Sim answered my question only vaguely. 


I asked him another question: The Marxist-Leninist classics generally say that the 
revolution in the suzerain state and that in a colonial country are organically linked 
with each other and stress the importance of the victory of the revolution in the 
suzerain state. That means that our country will be able to attain its independence 
only after the working class of Japan have won their revolution, doesn't it? So 
should we wait until they win their victory? 


Pak So Sim was at a loss what to say in reply to this. He gazed at me in surprise. 
He said it was an internationally-accepted line of the international communist 
movement that, as was pointed out in the classics, the emancipation of the working 
class came before national liberation and that the struggle of the working class in 
the suzerain state was considered more important than the national liberation 
struggle in a colonial country. When I tilted my head in doubt, he became annoyed 
and said frankly that he had only studied Marxism-Leninism as a science and that 
he had not viewed it in the light of concrete revolutionary practice related to the 
independence of Korea and the building of communism in Korea. His words 
somehow saddened me. It was useless to Study communist theory only as a science 
detached from practice, as he said he did. 


The greatest anguish my friends and I felt in studying the progressive thoughts of 
Marxism-Leninism was that while we were anxious to reform society by means of a 
revolution as the Russians had done and thus liberate our country, the situation 
in Korea was different from the situation prevailing in Russia when the October 
Revolution had taken place. We were confronted with such complex problems as 
how to carry out the proletarian revolution in a colonial country like Korea, a 
backward semi-feudal state, how to establish contact with the revolutions in 
neighbouring countries, particularly China, when we had to wage the struggle on 
Chinese territory away from our homeland due to the harsh repression of Japanese 
imperialism, and how to fulfil our national duty to the Korean revolution and our 
international obligations to the world revolution. It took us a long time and cost us 
dear before we found correct answers to these questions. 


Pak So Sim became intimate with me and was drawn deeply into my revolutionary 
aspiration in the days of my pursuit of Marxist-Leninist studies. He joined the Anti- 
Imperialist Youth League and then the Young Communist League and worked 
selflessly with us to educate and enlighten the young people and children. Although 
he had been a bookworm, he displayed an amazing passion for work once he had 
made up his mind and jumped into the arena of practical activity. We sent him to the 
Kalun area to receive treatment for his tuberculosis. He built a hut on the banks of 
the River Wukai some two kilometres from Jiajiatun and lived a lonely life there 
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cooking for himself. Once when I was working in the areas of Kalun and Wujiazi, 1 
found time to pay him a visit. He was delighted to see me. We had a hearty talk and 
discussed many things. He showed me a picture of his wife. I was surprised 
because I had thought his wife was dead, or they were divorced. Her picture 
showed her to be beautiful and intelligent, a modern woman. Pak told me that a 
letter had come from his wife in Seoul a short time before. When I asked him why 
he did not summon her, he explained that she was a daughter of a rich family. 1 
asked him if he had not known that when he married her. Pak heaved a sigh and 
said that after their marriage his world view had undergone a change. His words 
struck me as very odd, so I asked him if he had forgotten her. He had thought so, he 
admitted frankly, but after receiving a letter from her, he thought of her often. So I 
told him that if he loved her, he should write and send for her. How can a man who 
is incapable of re-educating his wife overthrow the old society and build a new one? 
If his wife were by his side, it would also prove good for the treatment of his illness, 
I advised him. Pak sighed and said that he would do as I advised. 


"Ill do so because it's your advice. But my life is already on the decline. I lead a 
frustrated life, I mean." He had no children, and no estate or mental legacy to be left 
behind should he have any. He wanted to devote his whole life to the study of 
Marxism-Leninism and write books which could help the working class. But, he 
said, he could not attain his objective. He said that when he had been fit and strong, 
he could not write because he was ignorant, and that now that he was awakened to 
the truth, his health would not allow him to do so. 


His remark grieved me. He was a devoted scholar, tireless and inquiring. If he had 
not buried himself in books but plunged into practical activities a little earlier, he 
might have hit upon some valuable theories helpful to the revolutionary cause of the 
working class and made some practical achievements. A theory is born of practice 
and its accuracy is verified through practice. The practice we are not allowed to lose 
sight of even for a moment consists of the independence of Korea and the welfare 
of our people. To our regret, Pak So Sim had no sooner awoken to this truth than he 
departed from our side. His wife came from Seoul and nursed her sick husband, 
and he kept writing short essays and occasional notes before dying at Kalun. 


The ancients said that if a man learns the way in the morning, he may die in the 
evening without regret. It was a pity that a man like Pak So Sim who could have 
accomplished many useful things should have died as soon as he awoke to the 
truth. 


I spent a little more than three years in Jilin. Jilin is a place dear to me, with 
vivid memories from one period of my life. In this city I came to understand Marxism- 
Leninism as a scientific theory, and with the help of this theory came to a deeper 
realization of the practical truth for the independence of Korea and the people's 
well-being. My quick comprehension of the essence of the new ideology was due to 
my sorrow and indignation as a son of a stateless people. The intolerable misery 
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and distress of our nation led me to early maturity. I accepted the fate of my 
suffering country and compatriots as my own. This brought me a great sense of duty 
to the nation. 


In the days I spent in Jilin my world view was established and strengthened, and 
it provided me with a lifelong ideological and moral foundation. My accumulation of 
knowledge and experience in Jilin enabled me to build the framework of an 
independent revolutionary thought in the future. 


Study is a basic process for the self-culture of revolutionaries and represents an 
essential mental endeavour that must never be suspended even for a single day in 
laying the groundwork for achieving social progress and reform. Proceeding from the 
lesson learned in the process of pursuing progressive ideologies in Jilin, 1 
emphasize even now that study is the first duty of a revolutionary.
